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1 . Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The actuating element of claims 1 and 12 is not attached to any other structure in 
any of the claims, so its location should be properly set forth. Claims 1 and 12 set forth a 
clamping support force, but they do not set forth the appropriate structure which would 
necessitate and/or provide that clamping support force. In particular, at least clamp jaws and 
some structure intermediate the jaws and arresting means would need to be present to provide the 
clamping support force. Claims 1 and 12 set forth a "form locking connection," but no structure 
for the arresting means to connect to in a "form locking" manner has been set forth. That is, 
there must be some actual part set forth for the arresting means to connect to. Line 3 of claim 1 1 
sets forth simply "a means " Proper means plus format must be used here. 

2. A complete search has been conducted, and the best art found during that search has been 
made of record. While no art rejection is believed to be merited at this time, the examiner will 
decline to comment on allowability until seeing how the claims are amended. 

3 . On page 2 of the specification, the wrong numeral has been listed. The number should 
properly be "10109490." Regarding the IDSs filed by Applicant, one of them has the incorrect 
number and the incorrect reference.
